The  48th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  At- 
lantic and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  is  held  at  the 
Company's  Offices  in  New  Bern,  N.  C,  on  the  4th  Thursday  in 
(September,  1902,  it  being  the  25th  day  of  said  month. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  James  A. 
Bryan,  who  requested  Joseph  E.  Robinson  to  act  as  temporary 
chairman,  and  George  Green  and  J.  J.  Royal,  and  such  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Press  as  were  present,  as  Secretaries.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  INTERNAL  IMPROVEMENT. 


To  the  Governor,   Ex-Offlcio  President  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Im- 
provements: 

We  have  the  honor  to  report: — That  beginning  July  19th  and 
continuing-  up  to  and  including  July  26th  we  inspected  the  property 
of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Compan}'.  We  began 
at  Goldsboro  by  visiting  the  warehouses  and  other  property  at  that 
point  and  also  at  all  other  stations  along  the  line  of  the  road.  The 
new  brick  warehouse  has  been  completed  at  Goldsboro  since  our  last 
report  to  you  at  a  cost  of  $9,345.10  according  to  President  Bryan's 
report.  The  building  seems  to  be  well  constructed,  out  of  good  ma- 
terials and  meets  the  requirements  of  business  at  that  point.  Mr. 
Brj'an  reports  that  "this  warehouse  has,  in  a  large  measure,  been 
the  means  of  enabling  us  to  increase  its  volume,"  i.  e. ,  the  business 
at  Goldsboro.  This  expenditure  of  the  Company's  funds,  in  view  of 
Mr.  Bryan's  report,  has  our  approval. 

The  other  property  at  Goldsboro  we  find  in  fair  condition  ex- 
cepting the  old  warehouse  which  needs  repairing.  The  warehouses 
at  the  other  stations,  excepting  those  named  in  next  paragraph,  are 
in  fair  condition. 

In  view  of  the  car  service  charges  of  $1.00  per  day  demurrage 
after  48  hours  time  allowed  for  unloading,  the  necessity  for  erecting, 
as  rapidly  as  the  finances  of  the  Company  will  allow,  suitable  ware- 
houses to  accommodate  the  business  at  Beston,  LaGrange,  Falling 
Creek,  Caswell,  Dover,  Core  Creek,  Clark's,  Wildwood  and  More- 
head  City  is  almost  imperative. 

We  find  the  physical  condition  of  the  road  is  improved  since  our 
last  report.  (We  refer  j'ou  to  page  two  of  President's  Bryan's  An- 
nual Report  to  the  Stockholders  for  items  of  "Betterment").  The 
total  expenditure  of  $71,605.03  in  these  betterments  seem  to  have  been 
necessary  and  is  approved.  The  laying  of  42,031  new  cross-ties 
since  our  last  report  and  the  work  of  gravelling  twenty  miles  of  road- 
bed, the  drainage  of  soggy  places  along  the  road-bed,  has,  in  our 
opinion,  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  safety  of  travel.  We, 
therefore,  report  that  the  road  bed  is  in  good,  safe  condition  to  do 
the  business  of  the  road. 

The  rolling  stock  appears  to  be  in  good  working  condition.  The 
work  of  repairing  done  in  the  Company's  Shops  at  New  Bern  appears 
to  be  as  well  done  as  this  class  of  work  is  done  in  the  first  class 
shops  of  other  roads,  and  at  considerable  saving  in  cost  to  the  Com- 
pany. We  are  advised  that  the  Company  is  in  need  of  additional 
cars  to  accommodate  the  increased  volume  of  travel  (we  refer  you  to 


page  six  of  Mr.  Bryan's  Annual  Report  to  the  Stockholders).     This 
need  ought  to  be  remedied  as  speedily  as  possible. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  road  appears  to  be  healthy.  The 
report  of  President  Bryan  to  the  Stockholders  shows  that  the  earn- 
ings of  the  road  for  the  year  ending  June  30th  last,  have  increased 
over  the  preceding  year  $16,487.77. 

According  to  said  report,  the  gross  earnings  have  been. .  .$257,032.70 
Operating  expenses,  interest  and  taxes 199,208.95 

Net  earnings $  57,823.75 

Of  this  has  been  expended  for  new  buildings,  fixtures, 
new  equipment  and  machinery  and  real  estate,  (see 
for  items  pages  7  and  8) 47,887.89 

Leaving  a  balance  June  30,  1902  of $     9,935. 86 

(What  items  included  in  "Operating  expenses"). 

October  26th,  1899,  the  Directors  of  the  road  authorized  the  nego- 
tiation of  a  loan  of  $50,000  to  be  expended  for  rolling  stock,  machin- 
ery, etc.  Of  the  sum  $5,000.00  was  paid  off  in  1901  and  $6,100.00  has 
been  paid  off  during  this  year,  making  the  total  amount  paid 
$11,100.00,  leaving  still  due  $38,900.00. 

While  we  are  gratified  at  the  reduction  of  this  debt  by  eleven 
thousand  one  hundred  dollars  in  less  than  two  years,  we  recognize 
the  necessity  of  paying  off  the  balance  as  rapidly  as  it  can  be  done 
consistent  with  safety  to  the  general  business  of  the  road,  and  so 
recommend  that  all  available  funds  be  applied  to  liquidating  this 
debt. 

Referring  further  to  said  report,  pages  9  to  12,  inclusive,  relative 
to  the  contract  of  purchase  from  the  Atlantic  Hotel  Compan}'  of  the 
Atlantic  Hotel  Property  at  Morehead  City,  we  approve  the  purchase 
upon  the  terms  agreed  on  at  the  price  named,  provided  the  finances 
of  the  road  will  justify  the  outlay  for  improvements  and  repairs  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  make  it  decently  attractive  and  comfortable  to 
guests.  The  expenditure  of  several  thousand  dollars  will  be  neces- 
sary to  relieve  the  unsanitary  condition  now  existing  owing  to  im- 
perfect sewerage  and  improper  draining.  The  begarbaged  mias- 
matic kitchen  surroundings  are  a  menace  to  health  of  guests  and 
should  not  be  tolerated.  The  condition  of  the  buildings  are  such  as 
to  require  at  once  much  repairing  on  roof,  floors,  etc.  We  refer  to 
report  of  Foreman  of  Carpenter  force  of  the  road,  "Exhibit  A"  here- 
to attached  for  full  information  without  approving  or  disapproving 
the  same. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  with  President  Bryan  that  this  property 
ought  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  road  under  an  intelligent 
and  first  class  management  of  its  own.  This  property  can,  in  our 
opinion,  be  made  one  of  the  popular  and  probably  profitable  summer 
resorts  of  the  Atlantic  Coast.     If  properly  managed  the  hotel  can  be 


made  to  pay  the  road  a  fair  dividend  on  cost  of  price  and  cost  of  re- 
pairs and  additions  by  increasing-  passeng-er  traffic,  although  noth- 
ing- should  be  derived  direct  from  the  hotel.  Upon  our  own  inspec- 
tion of  the  physical  condition  of  the  road  its  rolling  stock,  etc.,  and 
in  view  of  the  reports  submitted  to  us  herein  referred  to,  the  present 
administration  of  the  road  has  our  approval  as  a  whole.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

New  Bern,  N.  C,   September  25th,  1902. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  R.  R.  Co., 

Gentlemen: — We  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  this  the 
Fort}--Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  your  Company. 

Since  your  last  meeting-  the  new  brick  warehouse  at  Goldsboro 
has  been  completed  and  occupied  and  has  not  only  supplied  long  and 
urgently  needed  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  j'our  business  at  that 
point,  but  has  in  a  large  measure  been  the  means  of  enabling  us  to 
increase  its  volume.      Its  total  cost  has  been  $9,345.10. 

On  the  31st  day  of  Ma3r  last,  a  contract  of  lease  was  entered 
into  by  your  Company  with  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Prichard,  for  the  eastern 
half  of  your  lot  immediately  opposite  your  new  warehouse,  for  $40.00 
per  year  and  the  payment  of  all  taxes  on  said  eastern  half  of  lot 
thereafter  to  become  due,  provided,  that  his  outgoing  shipments  to 
points  that  could  be  reached  over  }'our  road,  should  pass  over  your 
tracks,  and  provided  further,  that  in  the  event  it  should  become  nec- 
essary for  said  shipments  to  go  to  points  which  could  not  be  reached 
over  your  tracks,  he  is  to  pay  an  annual  rental  of  $100.00  and  all 
taxes  which  may  accrue  during  his  occupancy,  and  shall  not  have 
the  privilege  of  renewing  said  lease  for  more  than  four  additional 
terms  of  five  years  each.  The  price  in  itself  is  low,  but  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Prichard  is  the  representative  of  the  Imperial 
Tobacco  Company  of  England,  the  volume  of  freight  that  he  will 
handle  over  your  road  will  probabty  be  large,  and  the  transaction 
therefore  will  be  productive  of  satisfactorj'  results.  He  has  erected 
a  large  stemmery  upon  the  premises,  which  will  be  in  operation 
during  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  old  warehouse  in  Goldsboro  is  still  in  need  of  repairs  and 
the  rooms  therein  used  as  sleeping  apartments  by  the  Engineers 
should  be  fitted  up  and  made  more  comfortable.  The  urgent  demand 
for  more  pressing  work  at  other  points  has  rendered  it  impossible 
for  us  to  give  this  building  the  attention  it  would  otherwise  have 
received.     Later  on  we  hope  to  put  it  in  first  class  order. 

Since  3'our  last  meeting  we  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
our  connections  relative  to  Car  Service  charges,  which  allow  but 
forty  eight  (48)  hours  time  for  unloading  cars,  after  that  period  the 
consignee  is  charged  one  dollar  per  day  per  car  demurrage.  Your 
company  is  charged  by  its  connections  a  per-diem  rental  for  each  of 
their  cars  that  comes  upon  its  tracks,  from  the  time  it  leaves  the 
junction  point  until  it  is  returned  thereto.  Cars  can  no  longer  re- 
main on  side  tracks  two  and  three  weeks  and  be  used  as  warehouses: 
the  consignee  must  remove  his  goods  within  forty  eight  (48)  hours 
after  notice  to  do  so,  or  pay  one  dollar  per  day  per  car  demurrage.

and  at  points  from  which  to  his  place  of  business  the  distance  is  too 
great  to  permit  him  to  do  so,  the  road  in  its  own  interest,  must  unload 
and  store  them  for  him.  This  renders  the  expeditious  construction 
of  warehouses  at  these  distributing- points  not  yet  provided  with  them 
an  imperative  necessity,  and  we  are  building  them  as  rapidly  as  our 
resources  will  permit.  Warehouses  of  capacities  to  suit  the  needs  of 
the  various  places  are  required  at  Beston,  Falling  Creek,  Caswell, 
Dover,  Core  Creek,  Clarks,  Wildwood  and  at  Morehead  City,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  town,  the  present  facilities 
being  poor  and  limited  and  totally  inadequate  for  the  proper  handling 
of  the  traffic  of  the  place.  The  warehouse  at  Pier  1  is  used  princi- 
pally for  receiving  and  forwarding  freights  from  and  to  Beaufort 
and  other  water  points,  and  affords  little  or  no  accommodations  for 
the  people  of  Morehead  City. 

Believing  that  it  will  interest  you  to  know  in  detail  what  better- 
ments have  been  made  upon  your  property,  I  have  taken  from  the 
Road  Masters  report  the  following  items  of  expenditure  and  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  expenses  was  incurred,  to-wit: —

PRESIDENT'S   REPORT— Continued. 


Of  the  48,225  cross  ties  inspected  42,031  have  been  placed  in  the 
main  line  and  sidings,  being-  about  16,000  more  than  were  put  in 
during-  either  of  the  two  preceding  years.  During  these  years  53,571 
ties  were  put  in  which  added  to  the  42,031  put  in  during  the  past 
year  makes  95,601  put  in  since  we  assumed  control  of  your  property 
in  September  1899.  There  are  still  many  ties  needed  and  we  are 
buj'ing  them  and  putting-  them  in  but  we  regard  your  track  now  as 
absolute^  safe,  and  3*our  road  bed  is  in  good  condition,  as  a  ride 
over  it  will  demonstrate. 

We  have  bought  494,126  feet  of  lumber  at  an  average  cost  of  $12.99 

per  M.,   $6,418.69.     And  575  piles  at  a  cost  of  $776.19.     Which  with 

the  exception  of  what  is  on  hand  have  been  used  in  repairing  trestles, 

warehouses,  etc.,   all  of  which,  except  the  brick  warehouse  at  New 

Bern  are  in  good  condition.     We  have  at  such  times  as  it  could  be 

spared  from  other  work,    kept   a  gravel   train  in    service,    and  have 

graveled  about  20  miles  of  the  road  bed,  covering  those  places  which 

needed  it  most.     In  many  places  the  ties  were  almost  entirely  on  top 

of  the  ground,  and  many  of  them  are  so  at  this  time.     The  road  needs 

graveling  from  one  end  of  the  road  to  the  other,   and  we  are  using 

our  best  efforts  to  that  end.     By  reason  of  the  sobbed  condition  of  the 

road  bed,   brought  about  by  unaccountable   neglect   during  the  last 

ten  or  twelve  years,  to  look  after  and  keep  open  its  ditches,   we  have 

during  the  past  twelve  months  found  it  necessary  to  employ  an  extra 

ditching  force,  and  are  pleased  to  state,  while  much  is  yet  to  be  done, 

that  those  portions  of   the  road  bed  most  in    need  of   draining   have 

been  fairly  well  relieved  of  standing  water,  with  the  result  of  greatly 

improving  the  condition  of  the  track.      The  fact  is,   your  road  when 

originally  constructed  was  not  properly  drained.     Ditches  were  cut 

along  its  sides  and  culverts  built,  but  at  many  places  no  outlet  until 

the  present  year,  was  ever  provided  for  the  escape  of  the  water  and 

no  effort  seems  ever  to  have  been  made  to  make  one.     The  sobbing  of 

the  road  and  more  rapid  rotting  of  ties  in  consequence  thereof  was 

inevitable. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  road  of  water  which  at  certain  points  stood 

for  months  at  a  time  but  little  below  the  level  of  the  rails,  we  have 
on  some  sections  been  compelled  to  begin  the  relieving  ditches  between 
one  and  two  miles  from  the  right  of  way  before  the  proper  outlet  could 
be  obtained,  and  in  no  instance  have  we  been  able  to  begin  an  outlet 
within  less  than  a  quarter  to  half  a  mile  from  the  track.  This  extra 
ditching  has  been  an  expensive  business,  but  in  the  longer  life  of  the 
ties  and  the  greater  safety  to  travel  and  traffic  obtained  it  will  prove 
a  most  profitable  investment.  The  force  is  now  nearing  the  comple- 
tion of  a  ditch  between  one  and  two  miles  in  length,  leading  to  the 
vast  ponds  standing  on  both  sides  of  the  road  between  Tuscarora 
and  Core  Creek,   and  when  that  is  completed  we  expect  that  the  sec- 
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tion  masters  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  their  ditches,  and  that  the 
necessity  for  an  extra  force  will  cease. 

The  new  Pier  at  Morehead  City  known  as  Pier  1  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  affords  better  facilities  for  both  passenger  and  other 
traffic  than  have  ever  before  been  enjoyed  at  that  point.  It  is  a  fine 
structure  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  skill  of  our  bridge  buil- 
der Mr.  E.  S.  Coward,  and  the  entire  bridge  force  under  his  super- 
vision. 

Your  motive  power  consists  of  14  Engines,  10  of  which  on  the 
30th  of  June  were  in  good  order.  Since  that  time  the  17  and  18  have 
been  put  in  good  order.  One,  the  number  10,  is  now  in  the  shops 
being  thoroughly  overhauled,  while  the  number  1,  the  first  engine 
that  the  road  ever  owned,  is  also  in  the  shops  awaiting  general  re- 
pairs or  breaking  up  as  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
compan}^. 

A  switching  engine  is  much  needed  and  should  be  purchased  as 
soon  as  the  exigencies  of  the  road  will  permit. 

You  rolling  stock  consists  of  9  passenger  cars,  1  Parlor  Car,  3 
Combination  Cars,  5  Gondola  Cars,  2  Baggage  and  Express  Cars, 
12  Shanty  Cars,  2  Fish  Cars,  1  Shop  Car,  53  Box  Cars,  1  Wrecking 
Car,  70  Flat  Cars,  69  Log  Cars,  4  Conductor's  Caboose  Cars.  Mak- 
ing a  total  of  233  cars. 

Seven  flat  cars,  21  standard  log  cars,  2  conductor's  caboose  cars, 
and  7  section  master's  cars  are  new,  having  been  built  in  our  own 
shops  during  the  past  year.  We  have  also  built  six  sets  of  standard 
M.  C.  B.  passenger  car  trucks  and  placed  them  under  passenger 
cars  Nos.  4,  9,  17,  18,  26  and  27.  We  have  rebuilt  8  flat  cars,  11  box 
cars,  and  rebuilt  box  car  No.  609  twice,  it  having  been  wrecked  soon 
after  it  was  first  rebuilt.  We  have  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re- 
paired the  parlor  car  "Vance,"  passenger  cars  Nos.  4  and  17,  com- 
bination car  No.  26,  mail  and  baggage  cars  Nos.  12  and  14  and  ex- 
press cars  Nos.  19  and  20. 

In  building,  rebuilding  and  repairing  it  has  been  our  aim  to 
bring  the  axles  and  boxes  of  your  rolling  stock  to  one  standard. 
Three  years  ago  there  were  six  different  sizes  of  axles  in  your  pas- 
senger service  alone,  which  necessitated  carrying  a  large  number  of 
brasses  on  each  passenger  train,  and  sometimes  led  to  confusion  and 
trouble.  Before  the  current  year  expires  we  trust  these  inconvenien- 
ces and  difficulties  will  have  bean  overcome. 

During  the  past  season  your  road  has  been  unable  by  reason  of 
its  inadequate  equipment  to  transport  the  people  who  have  wished  to 
travel  on  it,  and  it  has  not  infrequently  happened  that  conductors 
have  been  compelled  to  leave  between  one  and  two  hundred  people  at 
the  various  stations.  Every  car  available  for  passenger  service,  in- 
cluding  baggage    and    sometimes    fish    cars   furnished    with   chairs, 
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have  been  pressed  into  service,  and  we  have  been  compelled  to  have 
two  cars  fitted  up  with  benches.  But  with  every  car  at  the  roads 
command  we  have  at  various  times  been  unable  to  furnish  accommo- 
dations for  many  of  the  passengers  collected  at  the  various  depots, 
and  have  had  to  leave  them  standing-  on  the  platforms. 

Your  company  needs  four  additional  first  class  passenger  cars, 
one  parlor  car  of  same  style  as  the  "Vance,"  75  log  cars,  50  flat 
cars,  and  50  box  cars. 

The  work  done  in  our  shops  is  equal  to  that  of  any  other  first 
class  shops  in  the  country,  but  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  their 
full  measure  of  efficiency  they  should  be  supplied  with  more  machin- 
ery. They  need  one  mortising  machine,  one  tenoning  machine  and 
one  boring  machine.  With  the  addition  of  these  machines  the  pres- 
ent force  would  be  enabled  to  turn  out  at  least  20  per  cent  more  work 
than  they  now  do,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  may,  in  the  near  future, 
be  able  to  purchase  them. 

We  again  have  to  record  a  falling  off  in  our  truck  receipts  of 
$824.12  below  what  they  were  last  year,  but  notwithstanding  that 
fact  our  earnings  for  the  present  year  ending  June  30th,  last,  show  a 
most  gratifying  increase  over  those  of  the  preceeding  year  of  1901, 
to- wit:

On  the  26th  of  October  1899,  a  few  weeks  after  we  assumed  the 
control  of  your  property,  j'our  Directors,  by  reason  of  its  dilapidated 
condition,  and  the  immediate  and  imperative  need  of  betterments 
greater  than  its  treasury  could  provide,  authorized  the  negotiation  of 
a  loan  of  $50,000  which  was  expended  for  rolling  stock,  machinery, 
&c.  Of  that  sum  $5,000.00  was  paid  off  in  1891,  and  $6,100.00  has 
been  paid  off  during  the  present  year.

If  the  present  policj'  controlling  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  your  road  is  continued  and  we  are  permitted  to  provide  the  rolling 
stock  still  required  and  to  build  the  warehouses  and  depots  still 
needed,  the  time  is  not  very  far  in  the  future  when  it  will  be  in  a 
permanently  prosperous  condition,  and  upon  a  basis  that  will  insure 
most  gratifying  results  to  its  stockholders.  But  in  order  to  bring 
about  such  results  it  is  imperative  that  its  rolling  stock  be  largely 
increased,  for  its  business  is  already  greater  than  its  capacity  to 
handle  it.  For  more  detailed  information  you  are  respectful^  refer- 
red to  the  reports  of  the  various  departments. 

On  the  16th  da}' of  May  last  your  company  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment subject  to  ratification  by  the  General  Assembly  with  the  Atlantic 
Hotel  Company  through  its  President,  Mr.  C.  B.  Barbee  of  Raleigh, 
for  the  purchase  of  the  property  at  Morehead  City,  known  as  The 
Atlantic  Hotel  Property  for  the  sum  of  $17,500.00,  payments  to  be  as 
follows: — 
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''Twenty  Five  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  of  the  three  years  1902, 
1903  and  1904,  and  One  Thousand  Dollars  per  3rear  thereafter  for 
ten  years,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year,"  with  in- 
terest from  date  of  agreement.  In  order  to  bring  about  the  above 
agreement  the  Hotel  Companj'  guaranteed  to  your  Company  "the 
lease  of  the  property  for  the  term  of  three  j'ears  from  date  of  the  same 
at  the  price  of  Twenty  Five  Hundred  Dollars  per  year,  and  agreed 
to  accept  said  rent  for  said  three  years  in  payment  and  satisfaction 
of  the  said  three  years  payment  of  the  said  purchase  price." 

Since  this  agreement  was  made  one  season  has  passed,  and  the 
purchase  money  now  due  by  your  company  has  been  reduced  from 
$17,500.  to  $15,000.  This  property  is  said  to  have  cost  $128,000,  but 
being  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  and  dependent  for  its  success  almost 
entirely  upon  the  friendly  co-operation  of  your  road,  the  price  paid  is 
considered  a  fair  one  for  your  company,  and  a  most  excellent  one  for 
the  hotel  company.  Had  your  company  owned  it  in  the  beginning 
and  conducted  it  under  an  intelligent  and  first  class  management  of 
its  own,  it  would  to-day,  as  it  was  at  first,  have  been  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  profitable  summer  resorts  upon  the  Atlantic  Seaboard. 

In  order  to  make  it  a  success  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  it 
be  conducted  by  your  company  under  the  supervision  of  its  own 
manager,  and  not  by  a  Lessee.  The  interest  of  a  Lessee  is  always, 
and  must  necessarily  be  antagonistic  to  that  of  your  company.  He 
has  his  rent  to  pay,  which  under  the  present  lease  is  $2,500  per  an- 
num, and  as  men  do  not  generally  run  the  hotels  of  other  people 
purely  for  pleasure,  it  generally  happens  that  his  greatest  effort  is 
to  make  his  net  profits  as  large  as  possible,  regardless  of  the  condi- 
tions of  the  property  or  the  interest  of  the  Lessor.  The  result  is  the 
table  is  generally  kept  upon  a  strictly  economic  basis,  which  the 
moment  the  number  of  guests  begin  to  decrease  is  lowered  until  final- 
ly it  reaches  a  point  at  which  almost  every  one  in  the  house  becomes 
dissatisfied.  As  soon  as  the  daily  profits  fall  below  a  certain  point 
the  chief  cooks  are  discharged,  the  number  of  bell  bo3's  is  reduced, 
so  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  a  bell  answered,  and  about  the  middle  of 
August  when  the  season  should  be  at  its  height,  as  it  is  everywhere 
else,  and  when  there  are  probably  forty  or  fifty  guests  in  the  house, 
many  of  whom  would  like  to  remain  through  September,  a  notice  is 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board  that  the  hotel  will  close  the  next  week, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  advertisements  were  sent  out  all  over 
the  country  that  it  would  be  kept  open  until  the  first  of  October. 
This  latter  fact  alone  brings  the  place  into  disfavor  and  lessens  its 
chances  of  success.  For  the  first  few  years  after  this  hotel  opened, 
the  season  was  from  June  until  October,  and  its  patronage  was  com- 
posed of  the  best  people  in  the  Southern  States,  and  not  until  the 
above  policy  was  inaugurated  by  its  Lessees  did  it  begin  to  lose   its 
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prestage  and  its  popularity.  But  all  this  can  be  remedied,  and  the 
old  time  season  of  four  months  can  be  restored,  and  Morehead  City 
can  again  be  made  the  most  popular,  as  it  already  is  the  most  de- 
lightful and  health  giving  summer  resort  on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

To  those  familiar  with  our  seaside  resorts  it  is  a  fact  recognized 
by  all  that  from  Bar  Harbor  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  to  Tampa  on  the 
coast  of  Florida,  there  is  not  one  that  compares  with  Morehead  City 
in  the  salubrity  of  its  climate,  or  in  the  opportunity  which  it  affords 
for  sport  and  pleasure. 

No  where  upon  our  entire  coast  is  there  a  finer  beach,  or  the 
bathing  surpassed.  For  those  who  do  not  care  to  seek  the  ocean,  the 
sound  plays  around  the  ver}-  pillows  upon  which  rests  the  hotel,  and 
they  have  only  to  step  from  their  rooms  into  its  almost  tepid  waters. 
While  those  who  prefer  to  dip  into  the  sea,  find  a  surf  whose  billows, 
free  from  the  dangers  of  undertow,  are  equal  in  their  rolling  gran- 
deur, to  any  that  spend  their  force  upon  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

And  at  no  place  upon  our  entire  coast  is  the  sailing  to  be  com- 
pared to  that  at  Morehead  City.  To  elderly  persons  and  those  in- 
clined to  be  timid  of  the  water,  the  sound,  with  its  almost  lake-like 
surface,  and  especially  at  night  when  the  moon  gilds  its  bosom  with 
the  shimmer,  and  sheen  of  its  mellow  light,  affords  opportunities  for 
quiet  pleasure  and  enjoyment  found  at  but  few  of  the  watering  places 
of  this  country,  for  most  of  them  are  not  upon  inland  waters,  while 
to  those  of  a  more  hardy  temperament,  a  sail  of  twenty  minutes  from 
the  hotel  pier  takes  them  far  out  upon  the  broad  blue  ocean  where 
they  can  enjoy  the  dancing  of  their  craft  upon  its  tossing  waves  to 
their  hearts  contents.  Another  attraction  of  Morehead  City  is  its 
fishing  and  shooting.  Here  the  sportsman  finds  his  paradise.  The 
waters  literally  teem  with  the  finny  tribe.  The  Mackerel  "the  game 
fish  of  the  sea,"  abounds,  while  the  Cero,  the  Bluefish,  the  Trout, 
and  numberless  other  species  are  caught  in  great  quantities.  On 
the  shoals  and  in  the  marshes  are  to  be  found  the  Curlew,  the  Willet, 
the  Snipe,  and  other  birds  in  great  numbers,  and  those  fond  of  that 
kind  of  sport  have  no  difficulty  in  fully  gratifj-ing  their  tastes.  And 
yet  at  the  very  time,  from  the  middle  of  August  until  the  first  of 
October,  when  the  fishing  is  finest  and  the  shooting  is  best,  the  hotel 
is  closed  and  every  guest  has  departed.  In  addition  to  all  this,  with 
a  double  daily  train  service  and  an  average  schedule  of  forty  miles 
per  hour,  connecting  at  Goldsboro  with  the  great  systems  of  the 
Southern  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  Morehead  City  is  within  a 
few  hours  reach  of  New  York,  and  the  other  great  centres,  which  in 
itself  is  a  great  point  in  its  favor,  for  men  of  affairs  will  not  take 
their  families,  nor  will  they  go  themselves  to  resorts  from  which  they 
cannot  comfortably  and  expeditiously  reach  their  places  of  business. 
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We  have  alluded  to  these  matters,  not  because  you  were  not 
aware  of  them,  but  to  remind  3rou  of  some  of  the  many  advantages 
not  possessed  by  other  places,  which  nature  herself  has  contributed, 
and  which  you  have  only  to  utilize  to  make  of  Morehead  City  one  of 
the  most  popular  and  liberally  patronized  of  all  summer  resorts,  and 
thereby  to  swell  the  receipts  of  your  road. 

But  to  bring-  about  the  results  herein  referred  to,  viz:  the  restora- 
tion of  the  season  to  its  former  length,  the  return  of  its  early  patron- 
age, the  increase  of  the  receipts  of  your  road,  and  after  a  season  or 
two  the  making  of  the  property  a  paying  investment,  the  antagonistic 
interest  of  a  Lessee  must  be  dispensed  with;  the  hotel  must  be  under 
your  own  control  and  in  charge  of  your  own  management  and  oper- 
ated in  the  interest  of  your  company  and  not  in  that  of  any  one  whose 
only  concern  is  his  own  aggrandisement. 

The  house  must  be  repaired  and  put  in  order.  It  should  be  light- 
ed by  electricity,  and  provided  with  comforts  and  conveniences,  such 
as  additional  bath  rooms,  toilets,  &c,  which  it  does  not  now  possess, 
and  without  which,  people  accustomed  to  those  comforts  at  home, 
will  not  patronize  it  when  they  can  find  them  at  other  places.  If 
these  suggestions  'are  heeded,  and  it  is  thoroughly  advertised  that 
the  hotel  has  been  overhauled  and  renovated;  that  it  is  to  be  run 
under  the  management  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company,  and  that  it  will  be  opened  on  the  first  day  of  June  and 
kept  open  until  the  first  day  of  October,  it  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  season  of  1903  will  be  one  of  the  most  successful  in  its  his- 
tory, and  that  if  it  is  conducted  upon  the  proper  basis,  its  future 
success  will  be  assured.  The  more  we  study  the  situation  the  more 
we  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  purchase  of  the  property  was 
not  only  a  wise  business  move  in  itself,  but  that  if  a  wise  and  liberal 
policy  is  observed  in  its  management,  it  will  be  the  means  of  largely 
increasing  the  receipts  of  your  treasury.

Dear  Sir: — The  following-  is  a  synopsis  report  of  work  performed 
in  the  shops  of  this  Company  during-  the  year  ending  June  30,   1902. 

Engines. 

General  repairs  have  been  made  to  Five  Locomotives  as  follows: 
No's.  2,  8,  12,  13  and  14,  also  No's.  11,  15,  16  and  17  have  been  over- 
hauled. The  last  three  engines  15,  16  and  17  had  wood  lagging  on 
boilers  which  was  badly  burned.  Asbestos  cement  has  been  put  in 
place  of  this.  We  have  used  on  Locomotive  Engines  during  the  year 
8-28  in.  Front  Truck  Wheels  and  56-33  in.  Tender  Truck  Wheels. 
Present  condition  of  Engines  No's.  2,  8,  9,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16  and 
19  in  good  order. 

No.   18  is  now   in    shop   for   slight   repairs   to   cylinder  packing, 
cross  head  and  guides.     No.  17  now  in  shops  for  general  repairs  on. 
account  of  accident  June  17th. 

No  10  in  switching  service,  needs  general  repairs. 

Passenger  Cars. 

We  have  thoroughly  repaired  the  following  Passenger  Cars, 
Nos.  4-17  and  Parlor  Car  "Vance." 

Combination  car  No.  26,  Mail  and  Baggage  cars  12  and  14,  Ex- 
press cars  19  and  20,  and  built  during  the  year  6  sets  of  standard 
M.  C.  B.  Passenger  car  trucks  for  cars  No.  4,  9,  17,  18,  26  and  27. 

Freight  Cars. 

We  have  built  7  new  Flat  Cars  Nos.  506,.  510,  511,  512,  461,  317 
and  300,  and  rebuilt  Flat  cars  Nos.  216,  451,  447,  464,  457,  221,  224 
and  456.  Also  rebuilt  Box  cars  Nos.  401,  405,  239,  609,  411,  604,  406, 
231,  232,  404  and  603,  and  we  have  rebuilt  box  car  609  a  second  time 
on  account  of  wreck. 

Running  repairs  have  been  made  to  a  great  many  of  our  old  cars. 

Log  Cars. 

We  have  built  21  new  standard  Log  cars  and  built  new  bodies 
for  4  old  log  cars. 
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Caboose  Cars. 

2  new  Conductor's  Caboose  Cars  have  been  built,  Nos.  A.  and  B. 
and  one  more  is  needed. 

Hand  Cars. 

We  have  built  7  Section  or  Pole  Cars  for  sections,  and  have  re- 
paired 8  Lever  cars  for  Section  Masters. 

Trucks. 
We  have  built  9  Warehouse  Trucks  and  repaired  20. 

Shop  Buildings. 
New  floor  has  been  put  in  car  shops.  New  timbers  in  shops  to 
receive  line  and  counter  shafting-  and  200  feet  of  2  11-16  shafting-  has 
been  put  in.  We  have  added  to  shops  one  new  planing  machine, 
one  band  saw,  one  moulding  machine  and  built  one  machine  for 
cleaning  car  seats.  Also  new  house  built  for  holding  bar  iron.  New 
floor  put  in  machine  shop  and  between  three  tracks  of  engine  or 
round  house. 

Old  store  room  and  time  keepers  office  has  been  taken  out  of 
engine  house  to  make  room  for  one  more  track  for  stalling  engine. 
We  have  remodeled  the  old  paint  shop  building-,  put  on  new  roof  and 
new  weatherboarding,  and  fitted  it  up  for  a  store  room  and  time 
keepers  office,  which  now  gives  us  ample  room  for  earring  necessary 
supplies  for  engine  and  cars. 

We  have  also  built  and  nearly  completed  a  new  brick  engine 
house  and  boiler  room  for  the  new  stationery  engine  that  has  been 
ordered  and  will  soon  be  in  position. 

We  have  used  during  the  year  377  new  car  wheels  and  188  new 
axles  distributed  as  follows: —

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CONDITIONS. 

The  permanent  improvements  in  the  Roadway  Department  have 
been  many,  which  was  necessary  in  order  to  handle  the  increase  of 
the  business  economically. 

The  mainline  and  sidings  are  well  timbered,  having- used  42,000 
cross  ties  for  this  purpose  in  the  past  twelve  months,  36,000  of  them 
have  been  placed  in  the  past  nine  months.  The  general  condition  of 
the  track  has  been  improved,  especially  where  it  has  been  ballast. 
The  arched  culverts  are  in  good  condition.  The  trestles  and  cattle 
guards  have  been  repaired  which  makes  them  safe  and  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  extra  ditching  that  has  been  done  has  very  materially 
improved  the  road  bed. 

In  the  past  nine  months  we  have  put  in  eight  new  sidings  and 
moved  three  of  the  old  ones  to  more  convenient  places  for  the  timber- 
men  to  load  their  logs.  In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  improved 
several  of  the  old  ones  and  built  several  new  sidings  in  the  New  Bern 
yard — made  several  changes  which  facilitates  the  handling  of  the 
freight. 

I  consider  the  following  to  be  the  most  important  work  that  should 
be  done  to  the  road  bed  and  track  the  coming  year:  First,  Piles 
should  be  driven  back  of  the  walls  of  all  the  brick  culverts  that  are 
not  arched;  to  receive  sills  that  the  ends  of  the  chords  may  rest  on 
them  to  prevent  the  fills  from  pressing  the  side  walls  closer  together, 
thus  diminishing  the  area  of  water  wa}7.  Many  of  the  walls  of  these 
culverts  are  cracked  and  bulged  and  have  to  be  braced  in  order  to 
retain  them  in  their  propper  positions. 

Secondly,  The  ballasting  of  the  track  should  be  continued. 

Thirdly,  The  gauge  of  the  track  is  four  feet  nine  inches,  it 
should  be  changed  to  standard  guage  which  is  four  feet  eight  and 
one-half  inches,  and  is  gradually  being  done. 

Fourthly,  Newport  River  should  have  a  new  draw  bridge,  which 
should  be  of  iron. 

Fifthly,  The  covered  bridges  at  Stoney  and  Smith  creeks  should 
be  removed  and  trestles  constructed  over  said  streams. 

New  depots  are  are  needed  at  the  following  places: — Morehead 
City,  Core  Creek,  Beston  and  Dover,  and  at  Falling  Creek  a  ware- 
house should  be  built.     A  station  is  also  needed  at  Caswell. 

The  passenger  depot  at  Kinston  is  inadequate.
